means they were tranſlated aut of Greek, 
into Lat ins. 


T Heſe Teſtaments were hidden and 

concealed a long time, ſo as the tea- 
chers and the ancient Interpreters could 
not finde them. Which thing happened 
through the ſpitefulneſſe of the Jewes, 
who by reaſonof the moſt evident, mani- 
feſt. and often Prophecies of Chriſt, that 
are written in them, did hide them a long 
while, At length the Ereekes, being very 
marrow ſearchers out of ancient writings, 
ſought theſe Teſtaments warily, and got 
them more warily, and tranſlated them 
faithfully out of Hebrew into Greeke. 
Nevertheleſſe, this — continued 
yet ſtill nnknowne; becauſe there was not 
any man to be found that was skilful both 
in the Greek & Latine, nor any interpre- 


ter that might procure the tranſlation of 


this noble work, untill the time of Robert 
the ſecond, ſurnamed Grof head, Biſhop 
of Lincolne, who ſent diligent ſearchers

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the ſaid writing, without reſpe& of cheir 
charges, which hee bare moſt liberally. 


Therefore, to continue the memories of 


thoſe molt lightſome Prophecies, to the 
ſtrengthening of the Chriſtian faith, that 
reverend Biſhop did in the yeare of our 
Lord,r242.tranfhte them painfully and 
faichfully, word for word out of Greeke 
into Latine (in which two tongues hee 
was counted very ski lfull) by the help of 
M. Nicholas Greek, Parſon of the Church 
of Datchot, and Chaplaine to the Abbot 
of St. Albous, to the intent that by that 


meanes the evident Prephecies which 


ſhine more bright than the day light, 
might the more gloriouſly come abroad, 
to the greater confuſion ofthe Fewes,and 
of all hereticks & enemies of the Church 
of Ghriſt,co whom be praiſe and 
glory for ever,
